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This is the third office action for application number 10/685,627, Computer 
Display Device and Method of Operation, filed on October 13, 2003. 

Cancellation of Claims 

Claims 1, 9, 10, 12, 13 and 15 have been canceled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 2, 3, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent 6,636,420 to Nakano et al., hereinafter, Nakano. Nakano discloses a 
display device (Fig. 7) comprising: a display encasement; a handle (31) pivotally 
attached to the display encasement, wherein the handle secures a cable extending from 
the display encasement (Fig. 12B); and wherein the handle moves from a first position 
to a second position to secure the cable extending from the display encasement. 

In regards to claim 17, Nakano inherently teaches the method of pivotally 
attaching a handle to a display encasement and securing a cable extending from the 
encasement via the handle. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 4 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nakano in view of U.S. Patent 6,292,357 to Zamora et al., hereinafter, Zamora. Nakano 
discloses the claimed invention except for the limitation of a leg pivotally attached to the 
encasement. Zamora teaches a display device (601 ) having a display encasement and 
wherein the display encasement is pivotally attached to a first end of a leg (61 1 ). It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have modified the display encasement in Nakano to have included a leg 
as taught by Zamora for the purpose of providing a means for tilting the front edge of 
the display device to achieve a more ergonomically correct configuration to 
accommodate the user. 

In regards to claim 18, Nakano combined with Zamora inherently teach the step 
of pivotally attaching a first end of a leg to the display encasement. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5, 6, and19-23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 7, 8, 1 1, 14, and 16 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed February 16, 2006, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 2-4, 17, and 18 under 35 (JSC 103 to Whitehorn in view of 
Honda and in further view of Edwards have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a 
new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of the reference to Nakano and Zamora. 



Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.

U.S. Patent 5,375,076 to Goodrich et al. 
Akahane discloses a tilting mechanism attachable to an encasement of a display 
device. Goodrich et al. disclose a notebook computer having a pivotally attached stand.
